2,1 Independent claim 1 



Claim 1 is so broadly worded that documents Dl and D2 
cited in the search report can be deemed prejudicial to 
novelty - e.g. document Dl discloses, in accordance with 
the features of claim 1, a 

- gear shift device for a multi-step gearbox, in 
particular for a /no tor vehicle, wherein two non- successive 
gear ratios (I, III, V, R, II, IV, VI) are associated with 
at least one gear shift pack (16, 17, 30, 31) in the 
gearbox, a gear shift lever (570) is provided for 
actuating the gear shift packs, the gear shift lever is 
associated with a gear shift pattern in which the gear 
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shift positions of each two successive gears are situated 
substantially opposite one another in gear shift gates 
(see figures 32a, 32b), and wherein the gears that can be 
selected within a gear shift gate are associated with 
different gear shift packs. 

The features relating to the lubricant supply as per claim 
1 are immediately apparent from the self-explanatory 
figures 1, 22, 24a, 3 2a, 3 2b and the corresponding 
description of Dl . 

The present application does not therefore satisfy the 
criterion of PCT Article 33(2) because the subject matter 
of the claim is not novel over the prior art as defined in 
the Regulations (PCT Rule 64.1 - 64.3). 

2.2 Claims 2-42 which are dependent on claim 1 

Dependent claims 2-42, whose subject matter is further 
embodiments of the invention according to claim 1, 
likewise do not meet the PCT requirements since they are 
not dependent on a claim which does satisfy these 
requirements. In addition, the features of the 
subsequently listed claims appear, at least pejr se, to be 
known from the documents indicated; they therefore do not 
comprise any essential features which might in any way 
substantiate novelty or inventive step: 

- claims 2, 3, 4 # 5: document Dl : see figure 23, element 

430 

- claims 6, 7: document Dl; see figure 32a 

- claim 8: document Dl; see figures 20, 32a 

- claim 10: document Dl; see figure 23, element 430 

- claim 11: see document Dl; see figure 23, element 462 

- claim 23: document Dl ; see figure 33, column 59, line 52 
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to column 60, line 31 

- claim 26: document Dl ; see figure 32 

- claims 29, 30: document Dl; see figures 25, 33, 34 

- claims 34-40, 42: document Dl; see figures 25, 33, 34. 

The features of dependent claim 41 have already been used 
for the same purpose in document D3 - cf. figure 1. The 
subject matter of claim 41 does not therefore involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Dependent claims 9 and 25 do not meet the requirements of 
EPC Article 6, since the feature of the gear shift means 
(9) is unclear because it is supported neither by the 
description nor the figures. 

Further comments : 

The description of document Dl does not indicate document 
Dl or briefly outline the relevant prior art contained 
therein; the requirements of PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) are 
therefore not met. 
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
